MADRID. (jP)—G en. Sebastian Pozas seized complete 
command of Madrid’s affairs today in the absence of the 
government and, with a desperate workers’ army, clung 
grimly to the besieged city. 

Pozas, generalissimo of the government forces in the 
Madrid area, became head of a new safety council in com¬ 
mand of the city after government ministers had left before 
dawn by motor car for Valencia.

General Blockade Threat 
Voiced By Striking 
American Seamen 


by Madrid's defenders will consent 
to surrender the city, if further 
defense seems hopeless. 

With a council of defense taking 
the place of the government, now 
transferred to Valencia, and with 
a weary workers' army struggling 
with insurgents in the very edges 
of the city, diplomats were trying 
for an agreement between the 
combatants to avoid unnecessary 
bloodshed. 

Under such an agreement, pris¬ 
oners and hostages would be ex¬ 
changed and the insurgents would 
be obliged to guarantee that there 
would be no reprisals without a 
fair trial. 

(An insurgent radio broadcast 
from Jaca, not confirmed from 
Madrid, said insurgent troops had 
advanced into Madrid proper. A 
report from Lisbon said the Fas¬ 
cists had taken the Toledo bridge 
within Madrid at dawn. The 
Madrid advices, heavily censored 
and delayed several hours, indi¬ 
cated only that the insurgents 
were in the city’s outskirts.) 

Marcel Rosenberg, the Russian 
ambassador, closed his embassy 
and left with his staff for Valen¬ 
cia. It was believed he planned 
to establish a provisional embas¬ 
sy there, at Alicante or in Barce¬ 
lona.

NEW YORK. UP) The .S. S. 
American Legion, with the United 
States’ delegation to the inter- 
American peace conference aboard, 
was ordered to anchor in New 
York Harbor today until six more 
seamen colud be hired. 

The order was issued by United 
States Shipping Commissioner W. 
N. FJliott who declared: 

“Under the steamship inspec¬ 
tors’ orders, the American Legion 
will anchor off the Statue of Lib¬ 
erty and have a fire and boat 
driil." 

The .ship, on which Secretary of 
State Hull and his parly had em¬ 
barked half an hour previously, 
had 190 crewmen aboard. The ship¬ 
ping commission required that six 
more men be signed on before the 
big liner could put to open sea. 

The Matson line was informed 
the ship could leave the dock, out- 
sicie of which paraded opposing 
pickets of the International Sea¬ 
men’s union, but that it could not 
go beyond the Statue of Liberty 
without those si.x more men. 

(>000 .’Move Out 

Active resistance crept into the 
maritime strike today, replacing 
the ’’sit down’’ action of the East 
coast which followed the walkout 
of 37,000 workers on the Pacific 
coast. 

In the San Francisco bay region 
the spreading strike wa.s further 
complicated by a walkout voted 
by .shipyard workers. A. T. Wynn, 
secretary of the Bay District Met¬ 
al Trades council, estimated 6000 
workers in the Bethlehem ship¬ 
building plants would be affected. 

Threaten U. .S. Tieup 

Striking New York seamen 
launched an intensive walkout and 
threatened to tie up all Ameri¬ 
can vc.s.sels. 

The strike was voted last night 
by the insurgent Seamen’s De¬ 
fense committee and favored act¬ 
ive resistance. 

Jo.seph Curran, head of the com¬ 
mittee. told the .sea.sen that work¬ 
ers in other Atlantic and Gulf 
ports already had struck and 
claimed the number out on the 
East coast exceeded 16,000.

The first evidence of the Balti¬ 
more .seamen’s strike resuited in 
charges against 11 per.sons after 
a member of the Bull liner Hil¬ 
ton’s crew was as.saulted. 

A mob of several hundred men 
last night stormed a poultry pro¬ 
ducers’ warehouse in Oakland, 
Calif., and pummeled two men 
working in the plant. The ware¬ 
housemen, affiliated with the In¬ 
ternational Longshoremen’s asso¬ 
ciation, al.so are on strike for high¬ 
er wages and union hiring halls.

A gay-eyed young man in his 
mid-twenties sent out today the 
camouflaged “flash” thd told the 
world Madrid was falling and that 
Premier Francisco Caballero’s So¬ 
cialist government had resolved 
to abandon the capital. 

He is James C. Oldfield, staff 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press foreign service, attached to 
the London bureau but sent to bol¬ 
ster the Madrid staff after the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

Under the cold scrutiny of a re¬ 
volver-armed Madrid government 
censor, standing at his elbow. Old¬ 
field picked up the long-distance 
telephone and called London. 

Remembers Code 

He had his dispatch all written 
- passed by the censor after scores 
of words had been obliterated in 
accordance with the stifling cen¬ 
sorship rules of the Socialist gov¬ 
ernment. 

No word, he had been strictly 
warned, must go over the wire to 
London, for cabled transmission 
to the United States, beyond what 
w’as written in the approved dis¬ 
pa tch. 

But at the back of his head. 
Oldfield carried secret code in¬ 
structions—imparted to him before 
he left London, many weeks ago, 
by Frank H. King, chief of the 
London Associated Press bureau. 

A simple phrase—a homely con¬ 
versational interjecture which the 
censor likely would not suspect— 
and in a matter of seconds the 
cable wires from London to New 
York crackled with the facts of 
one of the biggest news stories 
of the year, ahead of Oldfield’s 
rival news gatherers. 

Gate Uncertain 

The exact code words are unim¬ 
portant. Oldfield may have said. 
“How is my wife?” 

But they were definite words 
—and they meant definite facts. 
His first message told the cable- 
desk editor in London: "Authori¬ 
tative sources say the government 
is reported planning to abandon 
the capital.” 

Later he called again. “Is wife 
better?” may have been his words, 
sounding unimportant to the cen¬ 
sor at his elbow. But again the 
words had a definite meaning: 
“It is confirmed that the govern¬ 
ment has resolved to flee the cap¬ 
ital.” 

An uncertain fate hung over 
Oldfield as he spoke the words. 
The government had repeatedly 
warned correspondents of "serious 
penalties” for anyone spreading 
uncensored information abroad.

WASHINGTON. (.iRI—The cham¬ 
ber of commerce of the United 
States today spoke out with high 
optimism on economic conditions, 
saying that business momentum 
“is impressive, both in its extent 
and in its promise for the period 
ahead.” 

In its publication, "Washington 
Review,” the chamber cited one 
favorable factor after another to 
support the conclusion: 

“When all the evidence is 
brought together in an endeavor 
to consider the sum total of eco- 
ncmic activity throughout the 
country, it appears unmistakably 
that since the summer of 1935 
there has been steady progress.”

At the same time. Republicans 
regained control of some state 
lawmaking machines which had 
been in Democratic hands. 

In at least 28 states. Democratic 
governors will be backed up by 
Democratic majorities in both 
houses of the legislature, the sur¬ 
vey showed. 

Control Pennsylvania 

In Pennsylvania, the senate went 
Democratic for the first time in 65 
years, giving Democrats control of 
the entire lawmaking machinery. 
In Ohio, Democrats captured con¬ 
trol of the house to augment their 
power in senate and governorship. 
In Michigan, too. Democrats won 
new power in full control of the 
state government. 

Democratic control of the Mary¬ 
land legislature faces the Repub¬ 
lican administration of Gov. Harry 
W. Nice. 

The Republicans hold control of 
both houses in six states, but in 
Kansas and Massachusetts Demo¬ 
cratic governors will rule over 
them. 

Tie In Iowa 

In Iowa, with a Democratic gov¬ 
ernor, the Republicans shifted the 
balance of the previously-Demo- 
cratic legislature, winning a ma¬ 
jority of senate seats and cutting 
the Democratic advantage in the 
house down to a 54-54 tie. In Rhode 
Island, the Republicans gained 
senate control while the house 
stayed Democratic. 

Meanwhile, Democrats made in¬ 
roads into Republican power in 
other states—seizing the majority 
of one house of tVie legislature in 
five states, including Republican- 
administered California and New 
Jersey.

“Freak” legislatures, bringing 
the possibility of unusual align¬ 
ments, appears in four states. 
Farmer-Laborites elected with 
Democratic support to Minnesota’s 
executive posts expect to have a 
working majority of the house in 
a coalition of liberals. 

Split in Wisconsin 

Wisconsin’s lawmaking bodies, 
under the leadership of Gov. Phil¬ 
ip F. LaFollette, a Progressive 
party leader, find themselves split 
up among three parties—Repub¬ 
lican, Democratic and Progressive 
- so that none has a majority in 
either house. 

Nebraska lawmakers, m.eeting 
as a single body under a law spon¬ 
sored by Senator George W. Nor¬ 
ris, will take office without politi¬ 
cal labels. The state reelected 
Democratic Gov. Roy L. Cochran, 
and voted for Roosevelt. 

In North Dakota, where the In¬ 
dependent William Danger becomes 
governor, both houses of the legis¬ 
lature were expected to be about 
evenly divided between his friends 
and his foes, in coalitions.

MINNEAPOLIS. (A*) — “Unemo¬ 
tional football" is the keynote of 
the University of Minnesota team, 
which was upset into the defeated 
ranks by Northwestern after run¬ 
ning up an amazing string of 21 
consecutive victories. 

But Coach Bernie Bierman. the 
man behind the triumphant march 
that stretched through three full 
seasons and up to Oct. 31 of this 
campaign, is a worrier of the first 
order. 

Right now Bierman prays plain¬ 
tively that his Galloping Gophers 
don’t stumble again as they head 
into the November stretch, with 
three troubiesome rivals ahead. 

“Don’t forget that we have two 
Big Ten teams and one with a 
strong Southwest conference elev¬ 
en,’’ Bierman warns, after deciar- 
ing Northwestern deserved to over¬ 
take his Gophers on the muddy 
gridiron at Evanston. 

“You can’t count those games 
with Iowa, the University of Texas 
and Wisconsin in the win column 
until the scores are posted. I hope 
we get lucky.” 

The Gophers this season defeated 
the Washington Huskies at Seattle 
in their opener, Nebraska, Michi¬ 
gan and Purdue, then lost to up¬ 
rising Northwestern, 0-6, when the

Grid critics have paid tribute to 
the “poise” of the Gophers along 
their long victory march, and have 
called it an outstanding character¬ 
istic of the team. 

Bierman is an exponent of "un¬ 
emotional” football, refusing to key 
his men up before any game and 
omitting entirely any pep talks at 
intermission. 

Back in 1934 at Pittsburgh, when 
the Gophers tangied with Jock 
Sutherland’s Panthers, Minnesota 
trailed, 0-7, with 16 minutes re¬ 
maining. 

Then in seven lightning thrusts 
they scored twice to win by 13-7. 
Bierman hadn’t even appeared in 
the Gopher dressing room between 
halves until they were ready to go 
back to the gridiron. 

He said simply, "you have just 
30 minutes left.”

RICH.MOND, Va. (.P)—p-orest 
Fletcher, president of the South¬ 
ern eonferpiiee, charged today 
that the 16-member eolleges of 
that group were “violating the 
spirit of the Graham plan” and 
rtxtommended that the jilan be 
altandoned as a means of curb¬ 
ing subsidization of athletes. 

"I will j)ropose at the annual 
meeting of the conference next 
month that the Graham plan be 
almllshed and that the confer¬ 
ence adopt uniform entrance 
and scholastic requirements 
which will eliminate tramp ath¬ 
letes Instead,” said Fletcher, 
head of the Washington and lee 
physical (education department 
and a former member of the 
American Olympic track team. 

The Graham plan, named for 
its sponsor. Dr. p’rank P. Gra¬ 
ham, president of the Univer- 
sit.v of North Carolina, set up 
faeult.v committees to admlnls- 
t<‘r regulations designed to 
place athletes on an equal foot¬ 
ing with other students in the 
awarding of scholarships, Jol>s 
and other forms of financial as- 
sistanee. 

After observing the plan in 
operation onl.v two months—it 
t>ecame effective Sept. 1—.Mr. 
P'leleher said that It was “ideal¬ 
istic” but “impractical.” adding 
that “an.v number of rules could 
never make the matter or finan¬ 
cial assistance to athletes air¬ 
tight.” 

“No instance of a school vio¬ 
lating the letter of the law has 
been reported to me,” .Mr. Plet- 
oher declared, “but every school 
is violating the spirit of the 
law.” 

“The conference should have 
only a few fundamental rules,” 
he said. “We already have am¬ 
ple freshman, migratory and 
professional clauses. What we 
need most are uniform scholastic 
requirements for athletes. Ad¬ 
ministration of the details 
should be left up to the Indi¬ 
vidual schools. 'The surress of 
inter - collegiate athletics de¬ 
pends upon the confidence of 
the competing schools in each 
other. We should have only 
those conference rulqs which we 
can all live up to.*

“Probably not over 100 cars of 
navels were moved from central 
California this week and it is 
doubtful whether next week’s pro¬ 
rate can be shipped on account of 
slow coloring and maturity. 

“With first .shipments of navels 
not due in M’dv/est markets till 
early next week, no sales have yet 
been reported. 

“The Florida orange maiket is 
steady, but grapefruit from all 
states was generally easier. 

“Florida .shipments during the 
past week W’cre reported at 1500 
cars of Oranges and 500 cars of 
grapefruit, with Texas adding an¬ 
other 500 cars of grapefruit.

Our Costly State Government 

N ow that the national election is settled, California 
voters should turn their attention to the amazing 
and staggering increase in the cost of state government.
